The extract from the DaUy Tims (which 
we reproduce below,) in relation to the 
disgraceful scene which took place in tlie 
Provincial Cmmcil on Thursday night last, 
ill connection with the matter of the Gold- 
fields Secretaryship, is so well put, and re- 
presents so well what must be the opinion 
of every sensible man on the subject, that 
we make no apology for transcribing it at 
full length. The bon. member for Dun- 
edin, Mr Fish, as we have since learned 
by private advices, was not guilty of fic- 
tions conduct to such an extent as is im- 
puted.. Ijiaving tested the feeling of . the 
Council on the question two or three times, 
‘and perceiving that it was impossible to 
carry his jioint, he very pro))erly suc- 
cumbed ; and intimated his intention of 
withdrawing what must be a futile opposi- 
tion, and of allowing the item to pass. 
And further, we believe he afterwards used 
every elTort to induce Messrs BROiyx and 
I)b LiUTOuii to follow a like course, and 
withdraw their senseless and iinnieaning 
opposition ; but without avail. The only 
real support accorded to Messrs Brown 
and Df, Lautour bv Mr FiSlI and the 
others mentioned with him in the division 
list was when motions for the reduction of 
the item were varied by the bringing for- 
ward of li motion to report progress. Mr 
Fish and the others certainly supported 
the latter motion several times, but to this 
no objection can be urged. If hoii. mem- 
bers wish to delay the consideration of any 
motion, enduavouring to carry a motion to 
report pro.gress is a fair and legitimate 
method of attaining their end. But the 
course taken by Messrs Brown and De ' 
Lautour is entirely inexcusable. We 
have several times noticed (although 
hitherto without comment) the peculiar 
stand avhich the member for Mount Ida 
has adopted towards Mr Beid and those 
who siqiport him ; but this last escapade 
displays in so glaring a manner, the 
shrewish and vixenish feeling indulged in by 
Mr Dk LAUTOuk, that we cannot pass it 
over in silenco. The utterances of the 
Mount Ida Chroniak, — which have been 
so noticeable lately, and which are siip- 
po.sed to be a reflex of tho opinions held 
by tho hnii. member for Mount Ida,— re- 
garding the one gold-fields member who 
sitpjioited tlie Rkid Government, will now, 
we trust, be rated at their ])roper v.alue.

«f lohstniotion' by calling fur lUvisioiis, .and speak- 
ing against time, durins the intervals. While 
we.. write sixteen. divisions have lieen taken, and 
there is , every prospect of these tactics being 
pursued- until'the m.ijorir.v are tired nut. We 
cannot top strouglv'con lemn factious opposition ; 
and the conrluct.of the minority last night was 
f.actibus.in the extreme. ■ Doubtless the Govem- 
inent might h,aye avoided the scene altogether, 
if they, had given tho desired information, which 
could in no way have imperilled the vote ; but 
tlieir want of judgment is no excuse for members 
blocking public business. ' Tb'o Gold-fields mera- 
beis agree as to the necessity for having a mem- 
ber of the Governineut specially charged with 
frold-lields administration, and therefore the 
Executive, by putting tho item on the Estimates, 
comply with their wishes. ■ If,' ho-wever, the 
Ooverjiment decline to say who shall occupy 
that position during the recess, the minority 
b.ave no means of compelling them to declare it, 
To persiatently obstruct the public business is 
iiot the wav to influence the ^eoutive ; and we 
trust, for the sake of the Council, that resource 
will not again he had to a power which should 
duly he very sparingly exercised under most ex- 
ceptional circumstances. .

-48 tons were put through, 
and the result was 65 ozs, or a trifie over 27 dwts 
to the ton. This stone was Laken from the 50- 
toot level, and the company are now starting a 
dri%-e 80 feet lower, by which means the claim 
will be thoroughly tested. The first cnishiiig, 
from the 20-feet level, yielded at the rate of 8 
dwts only, and the larger yield on this oeoasion 
is highly satisfactory, and promises well. 

Subscription lists were started a short 
time ago for the purpose of raising a sum of 
money to build a Presbyterian Gharch in Crom- 
well. and we nndorsfcand that the very satisfac- 
tory sum of £100 has alre.ady been promised. 
The Committee have every re-as-on to believe that 
the Presbyterian Synod of Otago will give £500 
towards the erection of a Clinrch, so that with 
any sum like £200 in hand, they would be in a 
position to begin buildirg. Those, therefore, to 
whom lia‘'s ho.ve been entrusted w ould do well 
to use endeavours to have them filled un as soon 
as possible. A Church for the Presbyterian 
body in this town has been a want long felt, and 
a little energy in one or two quarters is all that 
is required to see the want supplied. 

Tha Western Star i,s a poculiar paper. 
In its issue of the 2.3rd ult., there appeared the 
following advertisement: — “Wanted, a Wife.

£5000, which is to he increased as the bue.iuess 
of the company goes on until it roaches the sum 
of £20.000. These sums the Act requires the 
Public Trustee to hold in tnrst for policy holders, 
being such in respect of policies issnod in the 
Colonv bv the eampanv making such deposits, 
whether the poliey has been granted before nr 
after tho passing of the Act, providing that such 
policies, if granted before the commencement of 
tlie Act, be registered within twelve months 
from such eommencement (November 1, 1873), 
nr if granted after the passing of tho .Act, within 
six months after the making tliereof. ll will 
follow from the above, that holders of policies 
granted on or after the l.st of November last 
must register before the six montlis have ex- 
pired, or they will forfeit the benefit conferred 
by the Act. The Australian Mutual Prnvi,!ent 
.Society has given the holders of its policies the 
opportunity to register them, so tlt.it it now 
rests with those policy holders to avail them- 
selves of the privilege.

KAWAEAU BEIDas, MYIS FEEEY. 


As previously announced, the completion 
of Mr M'Cormiok’s new bridge over tho 
Kawarau River, at Eilwards’s Crossing, on 
the main ro.ad between Ofomwell and Queens- 
town, was celebrated on Wednesday last. ' 
Cromwell people had made up their minds to 
respond to Mr M'Corinick’s invitation, hav- 
ing a giaitefn! romemhr.ance of the pleasure 
of the opening-day last year of the Bannock- 
burn Bridge ; and conveyances — qu.adrnpcdal 
and vehicular — were in great request for a 
day or two previous. On Wednesday morn- 
ing, a very heavy shower, which took place 
j about 7 o’clock and lasted for nearly two 
j hours, w.as looked U]ion as a precursor of dis 
I appoiiitnieut ; but thi.s feeling gave way as 
I the rain pas.ssd entirely over, .and there ap- 
|noarcd evory ]n-iiniise of .a line day. Tiiis 
I )>roinisc luckily held good, and coiwcqncntly 
I from ten to eloven o’clock Hie street looked 
quite busy with tha number of herseiucn .and 
, carriages starting towanls tlie Nevis. Ferry, 
j On arrival at tho Bridge, everything was 
! found to be in a forward state of re.adines.s 
I for the proposml “ spree,” and ivlmt with 
j visiters fiom the Arrow, Deep Creek, and 
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that neighbourhood, tho concourse of people 
present could not have been less than 300 or 
360. 

Before going on h> describe tho celebration 
festivities, it may bo well to give ii few par- 
ticulars as to the Bridge itaidP. As is geiic- 
r.ally known; tho erection of it is a privato 
speculation of Mr Jolin M’Cormick, who ap- 
parently has a kind of weakness for supplying 
ineauf of creasing rivers. He owned the first 
rant at the Kawarau Junction, at tlie tiuio 
of the great rush to Fox’s ; afterwards put a 
punt, on tiiaXTiiLlia River at the time of the 
Bendigo excitement ; was the initiator of tho 
Kawarau Brid.ge ; and now is sole proprietor 
and constructor of the Bridge under notice. 
As one of the speakers on Wednesday put 
it, heri jnstthe kind of man for a new country, 
Mr M’Cormiok bus kindly supplied us 
with a few particulars as to the construction 
of the Bridge, from which it will be scan that 
the undertaking was one of no sliglit respon- 
sibility and moment for a man single-liamled 
as he has been. Tlie span of the structure is 
196 feet C inches,, which is tlie greatest span 
of any bridge iu the Australian or New Zea- 
land colonies, and the height from the river 
is 70 feet.,, The spring of tlm arch is 2tt lOin. 
The quantity of timber used in the bridge is 
over 50,000 feet, and of iron 19 tons. ' 12“e00 
feet of 4i-incli wire rope has been used, and 
the masonry , built on both sides of the river 
is something over six hundred tons. The 
materials used are of tlie strongest description, 
tlie_ erection being suspended by twenty-eight 
4|-inch wire ropes, passing over two piers at 
cither end which are 3 feet 6 indies square, 
.and built of tlioroiighly seasoned timber, 
bolted togetlier, and with hot tar run in be- 
tween tlie seams and joints, Tlierc are also 
eight 4-inch mooring-ropes. The ends of the 
ropes are fastened to sheave castings, each 
one ton weight, let 25 feet into the solid rock 
on the Oromweil side, and built into 300 tons 
of solid cemented masonry on the Arrow side. 
The roadway is composed of 417-inch red bircli 
planking, the hand-rails being 6 feet 6 inches 
a'bovc tlie roadway, and built of picked red 
birdi 9 inches by 6 Indies, bolted securely to 
the^ supevstniclure by S-g-inch bolts — tlms 
giving the bridge great rigidity. As the 
breaking strain of each wire rope amounts to 
some 40 tons, the strength of the structure is 
placed beyond the shadow of a doubt. The 
U'tal cost is a little over L.6000, and only 
four months were occupied in the work of 
construction ; that is to say, four months have 
clapr.ed since Mr M‘Corrnid: sustained the 
severe loss of one of the girders which 
were originally intended to be used in its con- 
struction ; and as tins loss entirely changed 
the plan of the erection, it may be fairly said 
that such is tha real ti:ue of the Bridge’s com- 
pletion. 

The lady deputed to perform the cere- 
mony of christsiiing was Mrs Corse, of 
Cromwell, and about throe o’clock that lady 
was e.scorted towards the centre of the Bridge 
by Mr M ‘Oormick. Proceedings were opened 
by the Ilev, Mr Drake eng.aging in prayer, 
thanking Providence for allowing the course 
of the Bridge s election to bo undisturbed by 
any accident to life or limb. Mrs Coisa 
than approached the pendant bottle of 
champagiie, and with a few expressions of 
congratulation on the successful completion 
of the work, and of Inqio that prosperity 
would attend Mr M'Cormicl:, she dashed the 
bottle against the .strnctnre, and christened 
it tlie “ Victoria Bridge.” Of course, cheers 
for everybody concerned followed, TJien the 
Mayor of Arrowtnwn, Mr S, Goldston, arose 
in his might, and said l;o had been asked by 
Mr M'Cormick tofonualljuipentheBridge for 
traffic. It was flattering to the Municipality 
of which he had the honour to be Mayor tliat 
he had been selected, and although other 
Mayors might be more fit, he would do his 
be.at. ■ This lie did according to the light that 
was iu lii,m,.bnt liis.best was not brilliant. 
Presently he. got into a fog reg, aiding tlie 
relations between Mr M'Cormick and tho 
Executive, .and pulled up short by declaring 
the Bridge formally open, t'hoering once 
more followed. Then an adjournment was 
made to tlie tabic laid out on tho Arrow sido 
of the river,— and before going further, ahigli 
meed of praise is due to Mrs M'Cormick, 
who superintended the sujiplying of ealal.flcs. 
Everything was lii-st-dass, and as many of 
the visitors lead coinn a, distanuo of fourl;ecn 
.ar fifteen inile.s, it in, ay be relied upon that 
justice was done to the spread. T’liere was 
no stint of eatables or drinlmbles, and wo 
arc glad to say th.at in not one instance did 
we notice that the supply of the latter w.as mi.s- 
used or abused. Borne little time having been 
spent in satisfying the “inner man” with 
solids, the liquids came into requc.st for tho 
pill-pose of toa.at-driiikiiig. Tliu usual toasts 
were given at sliiirt lengtli, and thou caiim 
that of tlie day, “ Success and Pros])crity to 
Mr.Tohii M ‘Oormiok,” proposed by Mr Cope, 
.and seconded by most unanimous and (iro- 
longcd oU'jcring. Mr M'Cormick, in a very 
fow words, I'oiilicd, and then once again 
cheering followed. The only oilier toast 
which calls for notice was th.at given by Mr 
M‘0ormiek, “The Workmen,” wliich was r'C- 
plied to by Mr Lecce, in an exi.e!hint and 
wcll-iiclivercd speech. The B.ov, ]\Iv Drako 
also .addressed the assemblage, as also did 
Mr James Dawkins, tho Mayor of Oroinwoll.

EESIDEKT MAGISTRATE'S COURT.

HKYRY burrows V. OWEK O’NKIL. 

Charge of assault. Mr Wilson for the com* 
plainant. 

The facts ami circumstances in connection 
■with this case are shortly as follows : — 

O’Neil is rnanager of the Bannockburn Com- 
pany’s water-race. The ^complainant is one of 
nine claimholders who recently gave up certain 
water they rented from that company m conee- 
qtience of a rise in the price ; and at the same 
time they sent a “ round robin” to the Directors, 
stating that so long as O’Neil retained the post 
of manager, they would refuse to take water 
from the company at any price. One Jones, it 
seems, working in the same neighbourhood as 
the nine before referred to, still rents water from 
the Bannockburn Company, and gave permission 
to Burrows to use it during the dinner-hour. 
O’Neil was apparently jealous of this privilege, 
and on the 28th of May, while Burrows was 
diverting the water, committed the offence com- 
plained of. He rushed at Burrows, who was 
making use of a dead sheep to divert the water, 
with an uplifted shovel ; did not ask him civilly 
to desist, hnt threatened to brain him. O’Neil 
lifted the sheep ont, but directly he went away, 
Burrows put it back. Then O’Neil came at him 
with an uplifted pick, and Barrows thought it 
well to desist entirely ; be could stand the 
shovel, but a pick, in the hands of a man who 
was foaming at the mouth almost, was rather 
too much. He did not say muoh to O’Neil ; he 
was so disgusted at the man who would threaten 
to ‘■’skull” him with a pick, that he walked 
away. Burrows’ son and some others came up, 
and the son called O’Neil a coward and a scoun- 
drel to attack a man with a pick, whereupon 
O’Neil ran at him also. O’Neil was of opinion 
that Burrows’ son had called him “Irish,” and 
a "Papist”: but plaintiff, in answer to the 
Magistrate, said his son called him nothing of 
the sort ; in fact, the religions element was not 
introduced. One of Burrows’ witnesses did .not 
hear the sou use “ language” to O’.'feil ; besides, 
if he did, it was after the row with the father. 

O’Neil did not deny the soft impeachment as 
to the pick and shovel part of the affair ; but 
avishod to prove that Burrows was turning off 
avatcr over which he had no control, and induced 
the assault. 

His 'Worship fined O’Neil five shillings and 
costs, and advised him in future to go about 
stopping people diverting water in some less 
alarming manner.

— Tn the matter of the Bannock- 
burn Co.’s application for a head-race, objected 
to by the All Nations party, which had been 
left to arbitration, the report of the arbiters was 
not such as to allow the Court to come to a de- 
cision ; and the Warden expressed his intention 
of visiting the ground, and then settling the 
case. — W. H. Day, two sluiceheads from creek 
on Grand "View Range : granted. — Ting Pack 
and three others, two sluiceheads from Nevis 
river ; granted. — Henry Maidman, three sluice- 
heads from Luggate creek : granted. 

Protection. — Two applications for protection 
for the old- Welcome claim were put in ; one by 
Binge and party, and one by the Heart of Oak 
company. The Heart of Oak, it seemed, had 
bought a shaft on the ground from the Welcome 
party ; had marked out the ground, applied for 
it, been working it, and had previously been 
granted protection. Binge and party wished to 
prove that the work from the shaft had been 
towards the original Heart of Oak claim, which 
adjoins, and that no work had been done in the 
Welcome ground at all ; that the Oak had not 
the required number of men ; and that there 
had been a total abandonment. After state- 
ments had been hoard at some length on both 
sides, and a number of points opened np which 
would require too ranch space to detail, the 
Warden said the best thing he could do was to 
grant protection to neither party.

The Superintendent also 
enclosed a memo. , agreeing with Mr Haggitt 
in his opinion. 

An account from Mr Thomas Hayes, for 
work done on the town race, was passed for 
payment. 

No tenders were received for reducing 
Innis-atreet to its permanent level ; and fresh 
tenders were ordered to bo called for, 

Cr Jolly proposed, and Or Grant seconded, 
“That tenders he called in the Daily Times 
for a supply of 4-inoh piping, the quantity of 
piping, hydrants, and stops required to be 
determined by the Public Works Committee, 
who should report to the Council.”— Carried. 

In answer to Or Pierce, it was stated that 
the town-race was being diverted along Innis- 
cort-street by the authority of the Council, 
under recommendation, for sanitary reasons, 
of the Public Works Committee. 

On the motion of Cr Jolly, seconded by 
Cr Hayes, a sub-committee was appointed to 
obtain all possible information regarding the 
management of the Cromwell cemetery. 

Proposed by Cr Wright, seconded by Cr 
Grant, and carried, “ That amemorialbo for- 
warded to D. MacKellar, M.P.O., for pre- 
sentation to the Provincial Ooimcil, asking 
that a sum of money be placed upon tho Esti- 
mates for the purpose of carrying ont a com- 
prehensive scheme of sewage in the town, 
such as that suggested by Dr Coughtrey in 
his address to the Council.” 

A notice of motion was given by Cr Jolly 
to the effect that the Town Clerk prepare a 
list of all rates in arrear since date of incor- 
poration.

BANROCEBURU & GARRICK RANGE

The ordinary monthly meeting of the Com- 
mittee of the Bannockburn Miners’ Associa- 
tion was held on Wednesday evening, June 3. 
Present : The President, Messrs Smiddy, 
Stewart, Menzies, and Behrens. 

The outward correspondence was read as 
follows; — To Mr MacKellar on tlie subject 
of commonage for the Bannockburn and Car- 
rick Range ; and to tho Chief Postmaster in 
reference to the removal of the Bannockburn 
post-office. 

The inward corresprmdenco consisted of a 
letter from the Chief Postmaster in answer 
to that sent, offering to recommend a salary 
of £5 per annum to a postmaster. After 
discussion it was proposed by Mr Belirons, 
and seconded by Mr Stewart, that an 
answer be sent, calling attention to the 
fact that the Bannockburn correspondence, 
as it appears, is not a fair estimate of its 
amount, as a very large proportion of letters 
are addressed to tlie Onimwell ]iost-office ;

many cases to miners.” 

Mr Menzies proposed, and it was seconded 
by Mr Smiddy, “ That the parties holding 
petition lists in tho matter of the Government 
purchase of the Bannockburn Bridge be 
written to, requestbig them to forward their 
respective lists to the Secretary at the earliest 
opportunity ; and that, on their receipt, he 
at once forward them to Mr SlacKellar for 
presentation before the rising of the Coun- 
cil.” — Carried. 

It was agreed that the quarterly meeting of 
members of the Association he advertised 
for July 1, at 7 p.m. 

On the motion of Mr Behrens, seconded 
by Mr Menzies, the thanks of tho Associa- 
tion were tendered to Mr MacKellar for his 
prompt action in the matter of the removal 
of the post-office. 

A vote of thanks to the President brought 
the meeting to a conclusion, 



PROVINCIAL COUNCIL. 

Friday, May 2D,

Wednesday, June 3. 

Mr Turnbull made his Financial Statement, 
a short summary of which was given in our 
telegrams last week. 

The resignation of the Speaker, (which will 
be found explained in an extract from the 
Daily Times elsewhere,) occasioned some dis- 
cussion, and it was proposed that the House 
should adjourn. Mr Gillies, however, had 
no wish for this, and business proceeded. 

After some unimportant matters had been 
disposed of, Mr Reid brought up his third 
railway resolution, and after considerable op- 
position .and tho failure of many amendments, 
it was eventually carried on the voices.

SMALL CUlirVABLE AREAS FOE MINERS. 

Mr B. Clarke moved — “That in the opinion 
of this Council it is desirable that provision 
be made in tho Gold-fields Regulations of this 
Province to enable holders of miner’s rights 
to occupy, by virtue of certificate granted by 
the Warden, for purposes of cultivation, an 
area of land upon any Gold-field not exceed- 
ing in any one case ten acres. Such land to 
be held subject to resumption for mining pur- 
poses without compensation, except as against 
fence or crop ; that the certificate bo annual, 
and the laud be chargeable with rent at the 
rate of not exceeding one shilling per acre per 
annum, payable in advance. And that a re- 
spectful Address bo presented to His Honor 
the Superintendent, requesting that he will 
be pleased to give effect to this resolution.” 
committiee op supply. 

On the item of the salary of the Secretary 
for Gold-fields, L.400, 

Mr Fish moved that the item should be 
postponed. 

This was ruled out of order, and Mr Fish 
then moved that tho item be struck out, as 
no one had been appointed to the office. He 
stated that the vacant office was kept by the 
Government as a bait to dangle before the 
noses of certain honourable members, in case 
of another vote of want of confidence. , 

Tlie Chau-nian then ruled tlie motion out 
of order. 

Mr Fish then moved that the item should 
he reduced by L.399. 

The motion was lost on a division, the 
voting being — Ayes, 7 : Noes, 21. 

Mr Fish then moved tho reduction of the 
item by L.398. 

Tills was lost. 

Mr J. C, Brown moved a reduction by 
L.397. 

This was lost. 

Mr M'Dcrmid then moved a reduction by 
L.50. 

Mr J, C. Brown moved an amendment to

Mr Fish then stated his intention of with- 
drawing his opposition, as the Government 
would not give way. 

Mr Brown’s motion was lost. 

Mr Brown then moved that progress should 
be reported, and leave asked to sit agiiin pre- 
sently. 

Tlie motion was lost. 

Mr De Lautour moved — “That tho item 
should be reduced L.395.” 

TJie motion w.os lost. 

Mr J. C. Brown then moved — “That pro- 
gress should be reported.” 

The Hon, Dr Menzies suggested that after 
the division the House should adjourn for a 
few minutes for refreshment. Seeing that 
the divisions were carried — IG and 17 to 2, 
and 14 to 5, and since the minority appeared 
to be quite cleteruiined to make a night of it, 
he thought it was a waste of power on the 
part of tho majority to continue dividing as 
they had been doing. He would suggest that 
the majority might lighten their labours by 
dividing into two or three watches of seven 
or eight, after the adjournment for refresh- 
ment ; and then do the work in turns of three 
or four hours. He would suggest that the 
majority should adopt such a course if the 
minority of two or three continued their 
senseless obstruction. 

Tlie motion for reporting progress was lost 
on a division. 

A short adjournment then took place, and 
when the House resumed, 

Mr Brown moved that tho item should be 
reduced by L.394. 

A motion to report progress was made, and 
lost on a division by 18 against 10. The fol-

Resignation of the Speaker. 

Some little excitement was caused in the 
Provincial Council yesterday by the tempo- 
rary resignation of tlie Speaker, Mr J. L. 
Gillies. In tlie debate which followed the 
delivery of the Financial Statement, Mr Turn- 
bull alluded to the Speaker’s ruling on Mon- 
day, by which the delivei’y of the Financial 
Statement had to be postponed, and eharao- 
terisod that ruling as one that was unprece- 
dented and unjustifiable. Mr Gillies shortly 
after read a letter he had written to the 
Superintendent, tendering his resignation. 
After midnight, when all the business on the 
Order Paper had been disposed of, Mr Gil- 
lies, referring to what he had stated in the 
afternoon, said that in accordance with the 
rules of tho House he would resign his posi- 
tion as Speaker. He thought it was his duty 
to resign to the Council itself. He then left 
the Chair. Mr Reid moved that Mr M‘Gla- 
shan should take tho chair. This being agreed 
to, Mr Reid expressed his very great regret 
for what had occurred, stating that he believed 
it arose from mere warmth of feeling on both 
sides. He thought he was only giving ex- 
pression to the sentiments of every honor- 
able member when he said that Mr Gillies 
had filled the office of Speaker in a more 
satisfactory manner than any other member 
could have filled it. Mr Turnbull also ad- 
dressed the Council, fully concurring with 
what Mr Reid had said. Mr Gillies made a 
few remarks in reply, thanking the previous 
speakers for their testimony as to the way in 
which he had fulfilled the duties of his office, 
but pointing out that the reason which led to 
his resignation was not the personal attack 
upon himsolf, but the attack made upon the 
House. On Monday last he had simply 
stated wh.at his ruling wouid be | and the 
House endorsed his view. He maintained 
that it would deprive the office of Speaker of 
all the weight that should attach to it in 
keeping order in tho House, if he should 
calmly allow himself to be attacked for a de- 
cision given by the House, After some con- 
ciliatory remarks from Mr Stout, Mr Reid 
moved tho following resolution ': — “ That this 
Council, having every confidence in the im- 
partiality of Mr Gillies as Speaker of the 
House, respectfully requests that he will 
again allow himself to be nominated to that 
otlice ; and tliat he do now take the Chair of 
this Council as Speaker.” Mr Turnbull se- 
conded tho motion. Mr Gillies (hen assured 
the honorable member at tho head of the 
•Government that he did not give the ruling 
in question with any intention of taking up 
a position of antagonism to the Government ; 
he did so under the belief that he wca acting 
in accordance with the Standing Orders. He 
heartily thanked the honorable member for 
the frank manner in which he had explained 
to the House and to liimself. He trusted 
that their friendship both os members of the 
Council and as private individuals, which 
was of very many years’ standing, would not 
b ! at all interrupted by what had taken place. 
EIc would be most hajipy to agree to the re- 
quest now made that he should resume his 
office :is Speaker. This announcement was 
received with applause, and Mr Reid's mo- 
tion was then agreed to unanimously . — Daily 
Times, June 4, 



Population of the British Empire. 

The population of the British Empire, in- 
cluding India and the Colonies, as well as tho 
three kingdoms, is, at the present time, 

234.000. 000. The people included in tliis 
vast sum inhabit a territorial area of 7,769,449 
square miles, upon wliich are 2,200 towns and 
villages, containing 44,142,851 houses or 
dwellings. Remarking upon these figures, 
the Timts says “ In tho palmiest days of 
Rome the Empire was numbered, imperfectly 
and loosely ; but Gibbon, no reckless com- 
puter, fixed the population of the Imperial 
Dominion, with its vast area of 1,600,000 
square miles, at the moderate figure of 

120.000. 000." The British Empire is thus 
seven times as large as the old Roman Em- 
pire at its boat, and contains thrice the num- 
ber of its inhabitants. “The whole of this 
vast domain,” saj's tho same paper, “has 
been either settled or conquered by the Eng- 
lish race, drawing strength and ardour from 
these little islands, which can now boast, after 
having peopled another liemisphero, of a 
population of their own numbering more 
than 31,000,000.”
